adopted. by Col. Bruce for registra- | 
tion in the American Stud Book 
for thoroughbred horses requires 
the animal to show five top crosses 
to reeorded sires. This was the 
rule adopted also for the American 
Percheron Stud Book with regard 
to horses bred in this country, and 
we believe that rule is still in force. 
The English Shorthorn Herd Book 
requires only four top crvsses to 
recorded sires, Theinitial volume 
of the Clydesdale Stud Book of 
America was on a much more lib- 
eral basis, and, we believe, required 
only two crosses, but these rules 
for registry have since been made 
very much more stringent. All of 
our herd and stud books are of 
comparatively recent origin, that 
for thoroughbred horses being the 
only one in the horse line that 
dates back farther than twelve 
years, while the Shorthorn Herd 
Book of Great Britain is the oldest 
public register for cattle. It is 
difficult to give an exact definition 
of the term “thoroughbred,” or 
“pure-bred” or “full-blood.” In 
general the words are used as 
synonymous, and they simply 
mean, as stated previously, that the 
animal is entitled to registry in 
the herd book established for the 
breed to which it belongs. All of 
our improved breeds of live stock 
are artificial productions, and none 
of them in the strictest sense of the 
word can be called thoroughbred 
of pure-bred, because if you take 
the very best, purest, longest pedi- 
gree it will eventually run back 
into obscurity, or into “the woods” 
as the Shorthorn breeders express 
it. Strictly speaking and accord- 
ing to our correspondent’s ideas, 
the unadulterated Texas scrub, or. 
better still, the buffalo of the plain, 
is the purest sort ef a pure-bred or 
thoroughbred.

ACQUITTED. 


Hattie Woolstein, the Slayer of 
Mer Betrayer, Adjadged Inno- 
Los ANGELES, April 15.—In the 
Woolstein cass yesterday District At- 
torney Duprey made the closing argu- 
ment for the prosecution.

A Proposed Measure to Assist Co- 
Operative Establishments. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 16.—Charles 
H. Litchman, the General Secretary 
of the Knights of Labor, bas issued a 
circular to members of the order out- 
lining a plan for practical co-operation. 
Mr. Litchmen, in a brief outline of the 
plan, then suggests that the manufac- 
tures and co-operative es'ablishments 
and members of the order file with the 
General Secretary complete price cat- 
alogues of the goods which they pro- 
duce; that these price-lisis be classi- 
fied, and printed copies sent to every 
local assembly; and that each assem- 
bly appoint an agent to handle the or- 
ders for goods.

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The | Strange Mallucination of Mrs. 


Charleste dundhoim., 


The Virginia Enterprise relates 


the following of Mrs. Charlotte 


Lundholm, the unfortunate woman 


who died at the State Ineane Asy- 


lum last Friday: 

Mrs. Charlotte Lundholm and 
husband oime from Sweden many 
yeurs ago and settled in Alpine 
cuuaty, Calitorvia. They were 
well te-do, They raised live stock 
and cultivated the soil, They bad 
a man named Harper who woiked 
for them a number of years. Mr. 
Lundholm was a highly educated 
man. He spoke several 42 
and was a good musician. After 
secumulating something like $4,000 
in cash, besides his stock and 
ranch, he concluded to take a tri 
to Sweden. He had origivally left 
Sweden and a wife there, running 
away with the woman who died re- 
cently at the asylum, but he subse- 
quently married her, though it is 
nat here known whether be was 
divorced from his first wife or not. 
He made bis preparations to leave 
for the old country, getting his 
cash together, ete., and here every 
reliable trace of the man is lost, ex- 
cept possibly what may be gleaned 
from the pitiful lamentations of the 
woman Lundholm at the asylum, 

Over three years ago charges 
were brought a.ainest the manage- 
ment of the asylum, which were 
investigated by a legislative com- 
mittee, and the mau Harper, who 
iad worked for the Lundholms. 
was produced as a witness to show 
that Mrs. Luodholm was brutally 
treated at the asylum. Attorney- 
General Alexander, who defended 
Dr. Bishop from the charges made, 
examined Harper closely with re- 
ore to the departure of Lundholm. 

arper testified that Lundholm did 
leave, aud that he helped to put his 
baggage on the stage for him, and 
that he was left in charge of the 
ranch with Mrs. Lundholm. He 
further said that Lundholm went 
to San Francisco before going east, 
and that he received a letter from 
him bearing the San Francisco 
mark, notifying him be would pass 
Reno on a certain day. Harper 
says he went to Reno, but failed to 
see him, aud doesn’t kuow whether 
he was asleep in the carsor whether 
he was on the cars or not, but be- 
lieves Lundbolm was drowned in 
the bay. Nota word hasever been 
heard of Lundholm since. 

Subsequently Mrs, Lundholm 
disposed of her live stock one by 
one, and then the ranch went, and 
she removed to Carson, where she 
opened a lodging house. Harper 
accompanied her. It was vot long 
after that she became delirious, — 
paced the floor of her room perpet- 
ually, moaning, and when spoken 
to by friends she would say she 
knew she was going erazy. Har- 
per set to work to get her com- 
mitted to the asylum before she 
was anywhere near crazy. He 
tried to get a commitment from 
Orinsby, and then from Storey, and 
finally got one from Reno, where 
they seem to get t em pretty easy. 
Then he tried to get a pesition as 
attendant at the asylum, and there 
his importunities became ti esome, 
and Dr. Bishop fired him out and 
forLade him to show his face again. 
But during his visits be would ask 
what Mrs. Lundholm was talking 
about, or if she said anythiug. 

Almost from the first day Mrs. 
Lundbolm was placed in the asy- 
lum she became worse, though at 
times she spoke rationally, and for 
some months afterwards she would 
sometimes recognize friends and 
sometimes she would not. On one 
oceasion, when thedoctor permitted 
Harper to see her, she became fran- 
tic at sight of him. 

In adelirium after the first few 
months of her confinemeut, she 
continually paced her room, and, 
scratching a spot above her forehead, 
would repeat the words: “There 
is uo blood on my hands; I didn’t 
kill him; I didn’t put him in a 
box.” This she would repeat 24 
hours a day, if she thought no one 
was near, but if any one was iv 
sight she would relapse into silence 
aud scratch her head. For the last 
few years she has been there she 
has maintained a sallen silence. 

This reporter was permitted to 
enter her room about a year ago, 
unperceived by her. He walked up 
to her and touched her arm, when 
she sprang back and glared and 
then said: ‘‘No, no, no.“ No 
amount of questiovuing could elicit 
another word from her. 

The question now is, after her 
death, which must come soon, will 
Lundholm turn up alive, and with 
his first wife in Sweden; or is he at 
the bottom of San Franvisco bay, 
or is be in a box in Alpine county?

EDITOR GAZETTE:—The House 
Committee on Appropriation held 
a special session on the evening of 
the 5th instant to consider the ex- 
pediency of asking Congress to 
make an appropriation for the Car- 
son Mint. Pursuant to a request of 
the Committee, the Director of the 
Mint appeared and recommended 
that it be converted into an assay 
office, and that the sum of $40,000 
woul! be sufficient to pay salaries 
and incidental expenses during the 
next fiscal year. In view of the 
fact that if the Beck amendment 
to the Bond bill should become a 
law, coinage would have to be re- 
sumed at the Carson Mint, he 
urged that an appropriation of 
$2,000 be made to pay the salary of 
a coiner. 

The Director urged the justice of 
the usual annual appropriation, on 
the ground of the increase in the 
amounts of monthly deposits of 
bullion, and further, that for five 
years prior t) the suspension of 
coinage at the Min’, it covered 
back to the Treasury something 
like $70,000 per annum less th n 
the appropriations called for. Hon. 
William Woodburn, who appeared 
in the interest of his State, claimed 
emphatically that since the Mint 
had been established by an Act of 
Congress in 1869, it could not be 


legally diverted of its character as 
a Mint de facto, or be converted in- 
to an assay office, but by virtue of 
the same power that created it. 
An assay office, he informed the 
sommittee, was an entirely differ- 
ent institution from a Mint, which 
is also created by a Congressivnal 
enactment, and that the individual 
will or opinions of the Secretary of 
the Treasury or the D.rector of the 
Mint should not rise superior toa 
bona fide law of Congress. 

The Director of the Mint admitted 
at this point that the law was dia- 
metrivaliy against him in the 
remises, but justified the action he 
ad recommended on the stereo- 
type Democratic hobby economy. 
Woodburn’s reply was a knock- 
down argument, straight from the 
shoulder. He said he favored 
*conomy, when economy was prac- 
ticable, but the fact should not be 
disputed that Mints were built like 
alls, court houses and postoffices, 
solely for the beuefit a d conven- 
lence of the public and not as 
sources from whence resources 
would accrue to the government. 

Now, should the committee re- 
port to the House recommending 
un appropriation of but $42 000, it 
is Wouodburn’s intention to offer an 
amendment increasing the figures 
to the amount of the former appro- 
priation, and should it fail in the 
House it is morally certain to be 
increased in the Senate. Should 
the House Committee adopt the 
recommendations of the Director of 
the Mint, there is little chance for 
the Senate to amend the ensuing 
House bill, which actually provides 
for no appropriation at all, for the 
simple reason that there would be 
nothing to increase. 

A Senate bill, introduced by Sen- 
ator Stewart, asking foi an appro- 
priation for the establishment of 
an Indian school, has been iotro- 
duced in the House by Mr. Wvod- 
burn, and favorably reported, 
placed on the calendar, and will
